“Lite on Mars is held to be neaible by 
Professor H. H. Turner, formerly Chief 
Assistant at. the Royal 
Greenwich. a the Banish of his lecture | 
on “The Fight Against Fear,’” given 
at tho .Guildhouse,, Eccleston-square, he 
was asked the queations: ‘‘ Was. there 
any probability of communication with 
Mars, and, if so, was there any prob- 
ability of Hfe on ‘chat planet with which 
to communicate?” : 

Professor Turner’s reply was ‘guarded. 
He thought that it was unwise to think 
rtoo much of the possible powers of wire. 
less :for, the, purpose of communication. 
The powers of light were much more won- 
derful, and it was only during the last 
few years. that we had profited from its 
powers with the aid of the. telescope, ‘and 
still more recently the spectroscope. 


Improvements were just as possible 
with such instruments as-it was with 
wireless, The construction of a telescope 
25 'feet across was under consideration in. 
America. The largest at present in use 
was cight feet. With the use of the new 
instrument, which was expected to cost 
about four. million dollars, it was pos- 
sible’that important observations would |. 
be made...” 

Despite the fact that the atmosphere 
round Mars was little more dense than 
that round the,moon;. life was still quite, 
probable.
